wealth of England, and other his Domintons, whereof Godof his 
goodnes hath, vnder his Sonne Chriſt leſus, made him the ſupzeame 
Gonernour,obſerning ,thattn all ages great diſturbances, both to 
Church and State, haue enſued out of ſmall beginnings, when the 
\S)] ſeedes of Contention were not timely pꝛeuented, and finding that 
WA === of late fome Queſtions and Opinions ſeeme to haue been bzoched 
oꝛ raſſed in matters of Doctrine,and the Tenentsof our Religion , which at firſt onely being 
meant againſt the Papiſts,but afterwards by the ſharpe and indifcreete handling and main⸗ 
faining of ſome of either parts, haue giuen much offence to the ſober and well grounded Rea- 
ders, and Hearers ofthele late wzitten Bookes on both ſides, which may iuſtly be feared, will 
raile ſome hopes in the pzofeſſed enemies ok our Religion,the Romiſh Catholtkes, that by de⸗ 
grees, the pzofeſſours of our Religion may bee dzawen firſt to Schiſme, and after to plaine 
Popery, ; 

His Maieſtie thereloꝛe, in the integrity of His owne heart, and fingular pꝛouidence of the 
peaceable gouernment of that people, which God hath committed to His charge, hath thought 
fit. by the aduite of his reuerend Biſhops,to declare and publiſh, not onely to His owne people, 
bat alſo to the whole woꝛld, His vtter diſlike to all thoſe , who to ſhew the ſubtilty of their 
wits, oꝛ to pleaſe their owne humours, oꝛ vent their owne paſſions,doe, oꝛ ſhall aduenture to 
ſtirre oz moue any new Opinions, not only contrary,but differing from the ſound and Oꝛtho⸗ 
dorall grounds ofthe true Religion, ſincerely pzofeſſed,and happily eſtabliſhed in the Church 
of England; And alſo to declare His full and conſtant reſolution , that neither in matter of 
Doctrine, oꝛ Diſciplineofthe Church, no: in the gouernment ok the State,he will admitofthe 
leaſt innouation, but by Gods aſſiſtance willſo guide the Stepter oftheſe His Kingdomes and 
Domintons, by the Diuine pꝛouidente put into his hand, as ſhall be fo: the comfozt and aſſu- 
rance of His ſober, religious and well affected Dubtects , and foꝛ the repzeſſing and ſeuere pu⸗ 
niſhing of the inlolenties of luch, as out of any ſiniſter reſpects, oꝛ diſaffection to his Perlon oz 
Gouernment, ſhalldare either in Church oz State, to diſturbe oꝛ diſquiet the peace thereof. 
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And therekoꝛe his maſt excellent Paceſtie,dothYeereby admonith, and alſo ſtraitip charge 


aud command all his ſubietts of: this Realme, and of his Realme of Irdand, of whatſoeuer / 


degree, qualitie, 02 condition thep brof ,elpectally thoſe wo are Church men, and by thetr 
.Pzofeſſion and places, ought to be Lights aud Guides to others, that from hencefoozth they 
tary themlelues lo wiſely, warily , and conſcionably, that neither by v92ittng, -Pzeaching, 
Pꝛinting. Conferences,ozotherWiſe, they raile any doubts, oꝛ publiſh, oz maintaineany'new 
tnuenttons oꝛ opinions concerning Religion;thenſuch as are clearly grounded, and warran⸗ 
ted by the Dortrine and Dflcipline ofthe Church of England, heretofoꝛe publiſhed, and happtly 
eſtabliſhed bynuthoꝛitte. And ik any perſon, of what degree ſoeuer, ſhall at any time hereaf- 
ter, aduenture to bꝛeake this Rule of ſobziette, and due obedience to his Mateſtie, and his 
Lawes, and to this religious duetie to the Church of God; His Maieſtie doth hereby ſtrait⸗ 
lo charge. andtommand all his reuerend Archbichops and Biſhops in their leuerall Dio⸗ 
ceſſes, ſpeedilpto reclaime and repꝛeſſe all ſuch ſpirits, as ſhall in the leaſt degree attempt to 
violate this bond ot peace. And his Paieltie dothalſo charge and command all hisCounſel- 
loꝛs of State, Judges, Juſtites and miniſters ol Yulſtice whatſoener, that they in their leue⸗ 
Tall places take elpectall tare, to oblerue and execute his Maieſties pious and Royall pleaſure 
herein expeeſſed. 
Aud laſtiy, his Maieſtte doth hereby giue aſſurance to all whom it map concerne. that ſuch 
as ſh all take che boldneſſe wiifully to neglect this his M ueſties gractons admonition, and 
fo: the latiſſying of their vnauiet and reftlefſeſptrits,o2 to txpꝛeſſe their raſh oꝛ vndutilull in⸗ 
ſolenties, ſhall wilfully b:eake that circle of Oꝛder, which without apparant danger to 
Church and cage, may not bee bzoken ; That his Mateſtie ſhall and will pzoreed againſt all 
ſuch offendoꝛs, and wilfullcontemners ok his gracious and Religious gouernment, with that 
ſeueritte, as vpon due ronliveration. had of the qualitie of their offences and contempts they 
ſhall deſerue, that lo by the exemplary puniſhment of ſome few, who by lenitie and mercy tan⸗ 
not be wonne, all others may be warned, and take heed, how they fall into the tuſt indignati⸗ 
on of their Houeraigne, and that all hisPateſties good and louing ſabiects, who are ũudi⸗ 
ous ofthe peace and pzolperitie of this Church and Common wealth, may bleſſe God, ſo his 


Mateſties pious, religious, wile, tult, and gracious gouernment.
